THE SMUDGE PROBLEM 


R 


ESTRICTIVE legislation to prevent smudging is predict- 
ed by Floyd D. Young, government meteorologist, sta- 


tioned at Pomona, who declares that the enormous smoke- 
clouds that have enveloped all of southern California during 
the past ten days are unnecessary. 


Altho the government expert does not say so himself, 


there is plenty of evidence that residents of communities 
from San Bernardino to San Fernando, and from the moun- 
tains to the sea, are outspoken in declaring that something 
must be done to prevent the damage that results from the 
great blanket of carbon that finds its way into every home, 
large and small, and which is the cause of damage, not only 
in homes, but to all stocks of fabrics in stores. 


The attitude of the rancher has been, and still is, to a 


large extent, that the smoke is a necessary evil. Until a sub- 
stitute 4or smudging has been found, the people ol" southern 
California must put up with it, or else witness the abandon- 
ment of the orange and lemon business. But experts declare 
that this .is not true—that orchard heaters are on the market 
that have been proven practically smokeless, and that the 
purchase of pots that create more ymoke than heat is the 
real cause of the enormous smoke-cloud. Even the installa- 
tion of the smokeless heater will not solve the problem if 
ranchers insist on operating these heaters in an improper 
manner, it is pointed out. 


One orchard heater company declares many ranchers are 


in such a hurry to generate heat that they burn the heaters 
at such a high pressure that half of the fuel goes up in smoke, 
A heater that is smokeless under certain conditions cannot 
be guaranteed to be smokeless if it is given so much vent 
that the draught is out of proportion to the ability of the 
stove to consume the material. If this is true, then the 
rancher is at fault in this instance. 


There is absolutely no doubt but that the people of the 


southern end of the state are deeply stirred because of the 
smoke nuisance. Reports come to the San Gabriel valley 
that certain large acreages in the Cucamonga desert have 
been fired up with the use of ordinary garbage cans, burning 
the crudest off oil, and that the smoke generated stopped 
traffic on the boulevards for a portion of a day after a night 
of firing. Cheap pots without stacks, used in many orchards, 
are contributing largely to the smoke volume, it is declared. 
Altho much information has been disseminated to the effect 
that the smoke is of no value, some ranchers still believe 
that it is smoke they should develop. The old idea of smudg-

saves the-groves, the government manpoints out. 


The ranchers may be faced by county legislation, defining 


the kind of pot that can bemused legally; setting a standard 
of fuel that shall be used, and declaring certain regulation 
of heaters to be necessary within the law. If such legislation 
is imminent, the ranchers should meet the situation more than 
half-way, help to prepare and pass the ordinances, and force 
all citrus growers to conform. This should be done in the 
interests of the industry, and because of the moral obliga- 
tion imposed upon them to protect business men and resi- 
dents from property damage and discomfort. 


The situation concerning shipping in Los Angeles and 


Lone Beach harbors has been very seriously complicated 
during the past week, the general reports show. Vessels have 
been obliged to lie at anchor, or to crawl slowly thru the 
dense smoke, thus bringing about a great deal of loss thru 
freight demurrage, and the constant danger of collisions. 
That the government, both federal and county, is deeply 
interested is shown by the amount of investigation that is m 
progress. The citrus growers should be prepared to meet 
this situation, and aid to the best of their ability m solving 
a problem that is of the highest importance to everyone.

Tho best individual 
time was made by Scout Baker of 
troop two, who had his: uniform in 
the back of his car and 'changed en- 
rouco. He made a record !of £ve min- 
utes, followed almost instantly, how- 
ever, by Stephen Whitehead of troop 
three, and Scout McNatt of troop 
two.

The German Fallacy— 


If Germany is to be made to guarantee the war (Jebt of 


France to the United States, Germany must be granted lower 
tariff rates for goods manufactured in Germany and shipped 
to the United States. That is essentially what Germany de- 
mands at the present status of negotiations. 


What is this but the shifting of the burden to America? 


Every dollar spent by Americans for German goods is a 
dollar that is not received by the American manufacturer. 
Seventy-five cents of that dollar, under the present tariffs, 
goes to American workmen, and finds its way into American 
homes. 


Lowering the tariff rates means that the American work- 


man will assume the war debt, and not the workmen of 
France and Germany. It is argued that if Germany were 
allowed to flood this great country with her products, sold 
beneath the market established by American standards, the 
question of war reparations would speedily be solved. The 
American workman would pay the great debt, and supposed- 
ly, everybody would be happy. With the demand for the 
lowering of the tariff wall between Germany and the United 
States would, of a certainty, come the demands of other 
countries for lower tariff rates, for the United States cannot 
practice discrimination. The result would be the destruction 
of our proective tariff wall. 


Fortunately, the demand of the Germans comes at a time 


when we have a protective tariff congress and a protective 
tariff president. The seed will fall on stony ground. But the 
fallacy of the argument is found in the fact that the removal 
of the protective tariff would reduce manufacturing and 
general production to the minimum in the United States, 
throwing hundreds of thousands of men and women out of 
employment, and the very market that Germany seeks for 
its cheap goods would be destroyed. Not being able to buy, 
the American workman would not buy. It is true that the 
American might not be actuated by sentiment in choosing 
his necessities and luxuries. It is true that human nature 
asserts itself when the question of prices is under considera- 
tion. It is probable that the American would consume great 
quantities of the cheaper German goods—if he had the money. 
But not being prosperous, he would buy only at the point of 
the irreducible minimum. Therein lies the fallacy. 


Trade, like water, is ever seeking to break down barriers 


and flow into favorable places. The United States is a mar- 
velous reservoir for trade. Buc it is carefully guarded for 
the American workman and home-owner. And there are no 
signs of insanity in our present goyernmenttp give us qualms^ 
&s to our tariff policy.

New Record Made 
During Y e a r in 
Nation's Business Church News 


In summing up the nation's busi- 


ness for 1928, which sets a new rec- 
ord for volume, the American Bank- 
ers' Association Journal says an aus- 
picious beginning is set for the new 
year by conditions at the 'close of 
1928. 
'' As regards the speculation on 


the stock exchange, . . . conser- 
vative bankers and brokers ha\7e. 
raised margin requirements and re- 
peated warnings against excesses." 


Along with improvements in in- 


dustrial production methods the na- 
tion has been benefited by just as 
great improvements in its financial 
structure. The federal reserve sys- 
tem strengthens our banking system, 
while modern stock and bond ex- 
changes have built up sound prac- 
tices in security buying and selling. 


During the past several years the 


public, knowing little about securi- 
ties or their actual values, has rush- 
ed headlong into an orgy of specula- 
tive buying where seasoned finan- 
ciers feared to tread. Recognizing 
this condition and also a duty which 
they owe to the public to try to pro- 
tect it from its own lack of. exper- 
ience in the fiend of finance, stock 
exchanges, their broker members and 
bankers have exerted every effort 
to curb speculating or gambling ten- 
dencies on the part of those who 
could not afford to take chances. 


In the old days speculative listed 


securities ivere commonly purchased 
by putting up a small percentage of 
the purchase price, known as a 
'' margin.'' If the price went up, a 
large profit was enjoyed; if down, 
often a total loss. During the past 
few years reputable broker members 
of Xew York San Francisco, Los An- 
geles. Chicago, Boston, and other 
stock exchanges have been consist- 
ently and steadily raising margin re- 
quirements and imposing other safe- 
guards that protect their customers 
and at the same time tend to weed 
out the siiui'sliiiig speculators who 
f-anniit afford to lose. This limits 
wild speculative profits as well as 
disastrous losses when the market 
takes a drop like it has recently. As 
it was. the minority^ security buyers 
were not forced to sell, but can await 
a revival in prices. Thus a panic was 
undoubtedly averted. 


Securities are like any other com- 


modity and subject to the law of 
supply 
and 
demand. 
If 
dumped 


wholesale on the market thru force 
of necessity because margins are in- 
sufficient to cover drop in prices, the 
resulting loss is as disastrous as oc- 
curs when ii crop is dumped thru in- 
ability of producers to 
hold the 


same. 
The voluntary program of 


stock exchange members and bank- 
ers to stabilize the financial practices 
of the nation, deserves unqualified 
commendation.

A bill has been introduced in the 


state legislature which is full of 
meaning to those who are interested 
in the welfare of our public school 
system. It calls for the annual pub- 
lication of the expenditures of every 
school and also provides for the pub- 
lication of the budget proposed for 
the following year. If this bill pass- 
es each school will have to publish 
a report of the expenditures made 
and of the expenditures proposed for 
twelve months, for the benefit of the 
taxpayers. 


In principle this bill is in accord 


with the laws requiring the publica- 
tion of financial statements on the 
part of other political units and of 
public officers. 
The principle that 


calls for publicity for financial mat- 
ters in public affairs is deeply im- 
bedded in tho law. Every irrigation 
district of the state must run' a 
statement of expenditures annually. 
National banks all over the United 
States and state banks in California 
and a number of other states are re- 
quired to publish statements period-\ 
ically, usually quarterly. Public ad- 
ministrators and city treasurers in 
most cities are compelled to publish 
annual statements. Such reports are 
eagerly read by the interested public 
and they go far to allay any suspi- 
cions that may exist. In truth they 
create a more trustful spirit on the 
part of the public than would other- 
wise be possible. 


The publication of school expenses 


would go far in creating a greater 
confidence in our school administrat- 
ors. 
Many people are restive under 


the growing taxation for schools and 
the question is being continually 
asked why such increase is necessary 
from year to year. A public state- 
ment showing where this money goes 
given annually will allay this res- 
tiveness and quiet the growing dis- 
trust. The bill is decidedly meritor- 
ious and it is hoped that it will be 
passed without opposition. The peo- 
ple nre entitled to the facts.—Kings- 
burg Recorder.
